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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, applicant argues that Machida does not 
teach "changing said event wherein said change generates an event trigger", stating that receiving user input to a running application is 
not itself a change or a modification of the application (applicant's remarks, page 3, lines 7-23). 

In response, the examiner must contend that user input to a running application does constitute a change to that application because the 
applicant's specification defines an event as "the viewing of an asset, such as graphics, animation, audio, text, video, or any other digital 
media" (applicant's specification, page 5, lines 20-24), and thus user input which alters "the viewing of an asset", such as input which 
calls for the display of additional data during a commercial, is a change to the viewing of that commercial, as the data stream being 
monitored by the CPU which constitutes the commercial (Machida, col. 17 line 54 - col. 18 line 8) is altered to include the user input. 

Second, applicant argues that different events within the Machida reference have been relied upon to refer to a common claim elements 
recited throughout the claim (applicant's remarks, page 3 line 24 - page 4 line 7). However, applicant merely states that the office action 
"appears" to do so and then lists a series of events disclosed by Machida without actually stating which cited elements of Machida have 
allegedly been used interchangeably to refer to the same claimed limitation. 

In response, the examiner, without any specific reference to a contradictory citation of events from the Machida reference with respect to 
the claimed invention, must contend that no such inconsistencies are present. 
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
